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ROBBER JAILED 
FOR VIDEO SCAM

A GANG member who lured 
music video producers to a sham 
film shoot on a Tottenham estate 
before robbing them at knifepoint 
has been jailed for seven years. 

Darren Kwarteng, 18, used social 
media to arrange to meet his victims on 
the Broadwater Farm estate under the 
guise they would be shooting a rap video 
featuring him. 

But on arrival, Wood Green Crown 
Court heard, Kwarteng produce either a 
hammer, hunting knife or samurai sword 
and robbed them of valuable video equip¬ 
ment, tablets, laptops and mobile phones, 
along with watches, clothing and cash. 

In one robbery, his victim tried to 
escape by jumping from a first-floor 
balcony suffering serious facial, arm and 
leg injuries. Another victim was hit with 
a hammer and a third had his jacket 
slashed with a knife. 

Kwarteng, of Willan Road, on the 
Broadwater Farm Estate, targeted music 


video producers contacting them over a 
three-month period between December 
2015 and February 2016 via social media 
sites including Facebook, Twitter and 
Gumtree, as well as by email. 

He received the prison term on Thurs¬ 
day after pleading guilty to robbery, 
attempted robbery and possession of a 
knife and sword. 

Dennis Adjei-Kyem, 20, of Croydon 
House, Gloucester Road, on the Broad¬ 
water Farm Estate, appeared with him 
and received a 15-month suspended sen¬ 
tence for handling stolen goods. 

PC John Owens, of the Trident and 
Area Crime Command, said: “These rob¬ 
beries involved considerable planning 
and foresight, with the victims being 
specifically targeted for the high-value 
equipment they brought with them 

“By using different social media plat¬ 
forms and user names, Kwarteng thought 
he could hide under the cloak of anony¬ 
mity to get away with these crimes. This 
was not the case and at the age of 18 he

Leader warns 
mayor over 
Crossrail link 

NEW Mayor of 
London Sadiq Khan 
has been warned by 
Haringey Council’s 
leader that any delay 
to Crossrail 2 could 
put the proposed 
high-speed rail link to 
the borough at risk. 

Claire Kober has 
urged Mr Khan not to 
delay the £32billion 
scheme, which would 
see trains running on an extended section 
between Seven Sisters and New Southgate 
stations , via Turnpike Lane and Alexandra 
Palace stations, or on an alternative route via 
Wood Green station. 

There would also be a spur line to 
Tottenham Hale and potentially to 
Northumberland Park 

How Crossrail 2 is going to be paid for is 
still uncertain and some have argued the 
scheme is too ambitious and should be 
delayed to save money. 

But Ms Kober warned any hold-up would 
come at a huge cost for jobs, homes and 
economic growth in London. 

“It would deny over 700,000 Londoners in 
the north of our city a new, high-speed rail 
line on their doorstep,” she said. 

“A delay would also mean the end of the 
Crossrail 2 link to Seven Sisters, one of the 
areas of London most in need of new jobs, 
new homes and economic growth. 

“My message to the new mayor is simple: 
please put Crossrail 2 at the top of your 
agenda and deliver this project in full 
without delay.”

COUNCIL chiefs have insisted that their 
plan for a multi-million-pound develop¬ 
ment in Edmonton are not in jeopardy, 
despite fears that it is competing with a 
private company in a tussle to buy the 
land needed for the scheme. 

Terry Neville, the leader of the Tory 
group on Enfield Council, has slammed 
the local authority for not issuing a com¬ 
pulsory purchase order on a parcel of 
land in the midst of an expanse of former 
brownfield sites just north of the North 
Circular Road that are earmarked for the 
Meridian Water development. 

He told this paper that there was now a 
private developer competing with the 
council to buy the land and warned that 
the ensuing bidding war could force the 
council to pay way over the odds. 

He added: “The only winner out of this 
is going to be the landowner who has cre¬ 
ated a financial competition for the land 
he holds. The loser will be the taxpayers 
of Enfield who will watch as their 
Labour councillors spend huge sums of 
money due to, I am afraid to say, incom¬ 
petence. 

“We have been warning the council for 
years that they need to compulsorily pur¬ 
chase this land to avoid exactly this situ¬ 
ation arising. They arrogantly ignore us 
and the taxpayer of Enfield is now going 
to have to foot the bill.” 

However, the cabinet member for 


regeneration Alan Sitkin, who is oversee¬ 
ing the development, has stressed that 
CPOs can only be issued once the author¬ 
ity can show a court that it has “entered 
into professional negotiations in good 
faith over a sustained period of time”. 

He told the Advertiser that the council 
is currently involved in this stage of the 
process and did not rule out acting on a 
compulsory purchase once this stage of 
the process was complete. 


He said: “The negotiations are at a very 
commercially sensitive stage. I cannot 
comment on details at this stage, but let 
me say I am confident that we are going to 
secure all the land in our Meridian Water 
development at the best possible price. 

“I have a responsibility to use public 
money judiciously. I am looking out for 
Enfield taxpayers and will continue to do 
so by making sure we follow every 
proper step in this process.”

Appeal after 
teen stabbing 

POLICE are appealing for 
information after a boy was 
stabbed in the leg in a fight 
outside a school. 

Officers were called to Chace 
Community School, in 
Churchbury Road, Enfield, at 
about 3.30pm last Thursday to 
reports of a fight outside the 
school. 

When they arrived on the 
scene, they found a 14-year-old 
boy who had reportedly been 
stabbed. 

They could not see any sign 
of injury. 

The London Ambulance 
Service was called, but the boy 
declined treatment. 

Two hours later, at about 
5.40pm, police were called to 
an east London hospital, where 
a 14-year-old boy had been 
brought in suffering from a 
stab wound to the leg. 

When officers arrived, they 
realised it was the same boy 
they had spoken to earlier in 
the day after the incident in 
Churchbury Road. 

The boy was treated for his 
injuries and has since been 
discharged. 

The suspects involved in the 
altercation are described as 
three Turkish teenagers aged 
between 15 and 18.

STARING down the rows of green 
vines, a broad smile on her face, 
Sarah Vaughan-Roberts describes a 
feeling of immense pride. 

For the first time Forty Hall Vine¬ 
yard has produced enough of its 
healthy organic grapes to be bottled, 
turned into wine and sold. 

Two white wines named Ortega and 
Bacchus made by award-winning 
English winemaker Will Davenport 
have gone on sale this week at the 
farm shop, with 700 and 1,500 bottles 
available respectively. 

Relatively new to this kind of suc¬ 
cess, Sarah, the vineyard founder, 
says she has no idea how they will 
sell, but can only hope it’s the start of 
something amazing. 

“It’s such a buzz to see them bottled 
and ready to be bought, says Sarah, 


57. “I feel so proud. It’s a wonderful 
feeling to know you’ve made some¬ 
thing like that from scratch. 

“But we wouldn’t have any of this 
without the volunteers, they have 
made this all happen.” 

“We have scores of people who 
come and volunteer to do every¬ 
thing - from the pruning, to the bud 
rubbing, (a technique that involves 
getting rid of stray buds), to training 
the vines, the harvest, everything. 

“And that is what makes us 
special, it’s not me, who has done 
this, it’s them.” 

The volunteers she is talking about 
are the vineyard workers. They come 
in all shapes and sizes, with a host of 
reasons for signing up, which some 
choose to disclose while many do not. 

Mum-of-two Sarah explains: “We 
are a bit different here, in that we are 
a community-run vineyard - the 
biggest vineyard in London - and 


people are referred here from hospi¬ 
tal, often mental health referrals, 
because it’s been proven that being 
outside, doing meaningful work in a 
beautiful setting like, this can help.” 

On a walk around of the impressive 
10 acres, it’s easy to see how people 
find solace here. 

And it’s not just people who have 
been referred who love the calm, but 
active, setting. Some volunteer 
because they have retired and are 
looking for a new stimulus, others 
have been bereaved and are looking 
for friendship. 

As Sarah quite simply says: “It 
can help”. 

It was this escapism that prompted 
Sarah to go out and study for a diplo¬ 
ma at Plumpton College, in east Sus¬ 
sex, when her two children were small. 

What began as pursuing her dream 
of learning about wines, then became 
the coursework for her diploma and 


finally the vineyard of today. 
Although wary of blowing her own, 
trumpet, it was Sarah who wrote to 
farms and landowners in London 
about starting a small vineyard. 

It’s a tough geography because a lot 
of the land in the city is clay-based 
and terrible for cultivating grapes. 

But finally she struck gold with an 
offer to come and speak to Capel 
Manor College and Gardens about 
using their land - free of charge - at 
Forty Hall, in Forty Hill, Enfield. 

Sarah says: “We were incredibly 
fortunate, really, the site was perfect, 
the land is south-facing with a slight 
rolling hill and natural drainage - per¬ 
fect for a vineyard. 

“We managed to get a local food 
award grant from the Lottery and it 
has incrementally grown from that. 
Each year we get a little bit better.” 

In 2009, the first patch was 
planted - but the following year the 


vineyard was hit with a bad frost and 
destroyed, a memory which still 
haunts Sarah. 

When quizzed about whether this 
will be a good crop, her face 
clouds over. 

“One year we had a terribly bad 
frost,” she said. “It was May 25, I’ll 
never forget it and it destroyed every¬ 
thing. Now I can’t relax until we’re 
into June. After that, these buds - that 
are incredibly vulnerable now - 
should be safe. 

“We prune late, not until the middle 
of February and we don’t harvest 
until late, then the grapes are picked 
and transported on the same day to 
the winery on the Kent/Sussex board¬ 
ers, so all that goodness is trapped in. 

“Until then all I can do is hope for 
the best.”

A CANCER support charity is desperately disap¬ 
pointed after a spring festival it put on managed 
to net only a few hundred pounds - after charges 
and expenses had been taken into account.

nearby council-owned Bulls Cross playing field, 
near Tottenham Hotspur’s training ground. 

It was only when they had started the process 
of organising the event that they realised they 
would be hit by high fees as the council has had 
to slash budgets in the wake of government cuts 
and charities can no longer rely on grants and aid 
from the local authority. 

“We had to pay £1,000 to rent the field, then 


another £1,000 for track matting to protect the 
grass,” said Lesa Barker, Nightingale’s fundrais¬ 
ing manager. “On top of that we had to pay for a 
temporary event licence and then a temporary 
sales licence, which cost £399.” 

She added that, after also hiring loos, security 
and electricity generators, the charity raised just 
£600. She said: “In future we will be holding our 
events in Waltham Abbey because the council 


understands we are a charity and don’t charge us 
sky-high fees.” 

However, a spokeswoman for Enfield Council 
said that the authority “fully supported” the char¬ 
ity and pointed to its involvement with the annual 
Night Hike, planned this year for May 20. 

She added that the council had a duty to all 
park users and had to make sure events caused as 
little damage as possible to green spaces. 


She said: “We need the people who book these 
events to cover the costs we incur in protecting our 
beautiful sites, applying for licences and providing 
appropriate facilities for participants. Nightin¬ 
gale Hospice Trust would have been fully aware 
of the cost of hiring Bulls Cross playing field 
before they made their booking. Sadly, economic 
reality now dictates that local authorities can no 
longer afford to subsidise events of this nature.”

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Kebab shop fined 
after dead mouse 
is found in kitchen 


Joy for parents as safe road 
crossing gets the go-ahead

KEBAB shop bosses have been slapped 
with a fine after inspectors found a dead 
mouse in their kitchen. 

Health and hygiene inspectors stumbled 
across the rodent’s body on an inspection 
of Best Kebab and Fish, in Hertford 
Road, Edmonton. 

At a hearing at Enfield Magistrates’ 
Court earlier this month, Bahoz (UK) Ltd, 
which owned the shop, and the company’s 
director Abdullah Kaya, 48, were each 
ordered to pay £2,550 in fines and costs. 

Mr Kaya and the company pleaded 
guilty to four health and safety 
breaches on May 5 after the council 
launched a prosecution. 

The restaurant was visited repeatedly 
and instructed to improve. 

When a representative from the EDF 
energy company accompanied council 
inspectors on a visit, they not only found 
the mouse but also discovered that the 
shop was also stealing electricity, despite 
the fact that it was disconnected. 

Daniel Anderson, Enfield Council’s 
cabinet member for environment, said: 
“Outlets which serve food to the public 
need to comply with certain basic 
standards. In this case those basic 
standards were completely ignored and 
we had no choice other than to prosecute. 

“Both the company and the owner were 
given numerous opportunities to address 
the problems we identified, but they were 
either unwilling or unable to do so. This 
prosecution, therefore, sends out a strong 
message that we will not tolerate lax 
standards of hygiene in this borough.” 


CAMPAIGNERS are celebrating after council 
chiefs gave the green light to a new, child-safe 
crossing at a busy junction. 

Alison Paing, who has spearheaded efforts to 
get a pelican crossing installed at the busy four¬ 
way junction at Baker Street and Parsonage Lane, 
in Enfield Town, is thrilled with the decision. 

“It is fantastic news,” she said. “We are not 
opening the champagne until Transport for Lon¬ 
don [TfL] sign everything off, but we are hopeful 
this finally means there will be a safe crossing.” 

She revealed that Daniel Anderson, Enfield 
Council’s cabinet member for environment, had 
been in touch to say that as a result of a feasibility 
study, the local authority had realised the junction 
was too busy to expect young children and fami¬ 
lies to rely on traffic islands to cross the roads. 

She explained: “We have been told it will all be 
completed in 12 months, which is really positive 
news. We have been reassured it will be a green 
man crossing, which will make it safe for chil¬ 
dren. At the minute that junction is an accident 
waiting to happen.” 

The campaign was launched after parents with 
children at schools within walking distance of the 
junction grew increasingly concerned over the 
safety of the current, uncontrolled crossing, with 
specific reference to the high volume of traffic 
and the speed at which cars travelled. 

After agreeing to carry out traffic modelling 
and a feasibility study, the council has announced 
that it will be investing £50,000 in the new pedes¬ 
trian crossing. 

Mr Anderson said: “We have listened to resi¬ 


dents’ concerns about the lack of a formal cross¬ 
ing at this location, explored the options and 
come up with a scheme that I believe is cost- 
effective, sensible and which, when implemented, 
will improve road safety for the hundreds of chil¬ 
dren who regularly cross the road at this junction 
in order to get to school. 

“We are very much committed to improving 
the safety of our roads and getting people out of 
their cars and into alternative methods of trans¬ 


portation. Indeed, if we genuinely want to encour¬ 
age people to walk around the borough, we need 
to provide them with safer routes and that is 
exactly what we are doing here.” 

The agreed scheme will now need to be sub¬ 
mitted for approval to TfL, who will review the 
proposals, conduct a safety audit and prepare a 
detailed design scheme and cost estimate. 

Construction could start as early as February 
next year.

Spring’s in

A TRAMPOLINE park, kitted out 
with hundreds of interconnected 
trampolines, foam pits and 
“padded walls” is set to open in the 
borough before the end of the year. 

Slough-based company Jump In 
is bringing its latest craze to Lon¬ 
don and has announced Enfield as 
its new home. 

Mystery surrounds the exact 
location of the trampoline park. 
However, a spokeswoman told the 
Advertiser it would definitely be in 
the borough, bringing with it 70 
jobs. 

She also confirmed that the new 
park would follow the brand’s 
existing model, catering for up to 
110 jumpers at any one time. 

The premises will also be avail¬ 
able for group sessions and private 
party hire with a kids’ zone, foam 
pits, tumble tracks and a huge 
main court where people can jump 
freely between interconnected 
trampolines and literally bounce 
off the walls. 

The spokeswoman said: “We are 


in talks at the moment about where 
Jump In will be opening , but I can 
tell you it’s definitely happening. It 
will be before the end of the year 
and it will be brilliant. 

“They go up very quickly. When 
we found a site in Warwick, it was 
ready within a week.” 

Trampoline parks have been 
described as the latest phenome¬ 
non to hit the UK. Jump In has 
sites in Slough as well as Warwick.

Mansion developer’s blueprint leaves 
museum campaigners disappointed 


CAMPAIGNERS calling on 
property developers to create 
a world class museum 
commemorating World War 
II spies stationed at the 
mansion house in Trent Park 
have said they are 
disappointed with plans 
revealed last week. 

Veteran campaigner Kim 
Coleman, who led the fight 
against the Cat Hill 
development on the border 
of Enfield and Barnet, and 
colleague and historian 
Helen Fry, are urging 
Berkeley Homes, who 
bought the mansion house 
last year, to do much more 
to commemorate the work 
of the secret listeners 
stationed in the basement 
during the war, who listened, 
translated and recorded all 
discussions between the 
high-ranking prisoners held 
in the building. 

In Berkeley Homes’ current 
consultation document the 
developers state that they are 
committed to “public access 
to the mansion house and 
key rooms for the first time 
including the potential for a 
cafe or museum or other 
use, subject to further 
investigations, at basement 
and ground floor”. 

However, campaigners fear 
this means the developers 
are thinking about a very 
small museum.

Advertiser: “What we are 
asking for in terms of space 
in our comprehensive 
museum concept plan, 
which will be available 
shortly, is a tiny percentage 
of Berkeley’s overall 
development on the site. 

“The space we are asking 
for is necessary to create a 
world-class museum on the 
lines of Bletchley Park, or 
the Churchill War Rooms.” 

The historian, who wrote 
The M Room, which detailed 
the secret bugging of the 
mansion, is adamant that the 
house was just as crucial to 
the war effort as the more 
famous Bletchley Park. 

She cites the example of 
how listeners, posted in the 
basement of the house, heard 
Nazi generals discuss secret 
weapons, the VI and V2, 


which came to be known as 
the doodlebug and which 
were an early type of rocket. 

As a direct result of the 
information about where the 
secret weapons were being 
manufactured, Winston 
Churchill ordered the 
RAF to bomb the weapons 
plant on the remote Baltic 
island of Peenemunde in 
August 1943. 

Mrs Fry added: “The 
mansion house is the missing 
link in our World War II 
history sites - we couldn’t 
have won the war without all 
the different intelligence 
operations - including the 
secret listeners.”

U-turn allows foreign language exams 


PUPILS in the borough with Turkish heritage will 
be able to take their community’s language as a 
GCSE or A-level after an exam board U-turn.

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Libraries seek to 
lure the IT crowd

CASH-strapped libraries are asking for IT savvy 
volunteers to help pass on their knowledge 
and skills to members who have little or no 
computer experience. 

Enfield Council wants 20 volunteers to come 
forward and take a test before committing their 
time to help others. 

The Good Samaritans do not need to be com¬ 
puter whizzes, but they do need to have a “good 
working knowledge of computers” and be 
“patient” teachers. 

Organisers claim the payback for volunteers is 
the feel-good factor of “making new friends and 
helping people”. 

The council already has a team of these volun¬ 
teers, but needs at least 20 more to meet demand. 

Ayfer Orhan, the council’s cabinet member for 
education, children’s services and protection and 
libraries, said: “As ‘computer buddies’, these 
volunteers provide an invaluable introduction 
to IT helping library users of all ages to master 
the mouse and become familiar with basic 
computer functions. 

“Library users can request help to use the 
computers and are offered individual sessions 
with a computer buddy to take them through 
the Learn My Way software in one-hour sup¬ 
ported sessions. Most requests are from older 
library members. 

“So computer buddies must have confidence in 
teaching and sharing skills and general 
troubleshooting of IT problems commonly expe¬ 
rienced by library users. 

“We are looking for at least 20 people with a

good working knowledge of computers. Through 
volunteering, computer buddies can make new 
friends, engage with the local community and 
have fun while learning new skills and work 
experience around customer care and teaching 
adults in a professional setting.”

Injury triggers police probe 


AN investigation has been 
launched by a police 
watchdog into the 
circumstances surrounding 
the broken shoulder suffered 
by a suspect arrested in 
Edmonton last month.

The suspect was taken to 
a police station, which has 


not been identified, where 
he was later found to have 
sustained a broken shoulder. 

“The Metropolitan Police 
made a mandatory referral 
to the IPCC two days later 
and following an assessment 
it was decided to conduct 
an investigation,” said 
a spokeswoman for the 
police watchdog.

Diabetes sufferers must make their voices heard

W E might suspect that 
the debate around the 
referendum on 
membership of the European 
Union was simply a preamble to 
the future battle for leadership of 
the Conservative Party. 

But it is too important to let 
that be the case - and thankfully 
it now appears to be focusing on 
the issues.

thus reducing the early spacious feel of the district. 

At the 2001 census, Winchmore Hill had 12,225 residents in 
4,976 households. In addition 80% of residences were owned 
by the occupiers.

Khan is urged to 
halt cycle plans 
for Green Lanes

OPPOSITION to plans for a 
cycle lane along a stretch of one 
of the borough’s busiest roads 
mounted this week with Lon¬ 
don’s new mayor being urged to 
use his powers to scrap it. 

Campaign group Save Our 
Green Lanes has set up an online 
petition calling on Sadiq Khan to 
fulfil a pledge it says he made to 
one of its members “that the 
needs of local residents affected 
by cycle schemes must be paramount...and the 
scheme workable”. 

It says that Enfield Council’s proposal for cycle 
lanes along the A105 (Green Lanes) between 
Enfield Town and Palmers Green is not only 
unworkable, but unsafe and ignores the huge 
opposition from residents and businesses. 

Save Our Green Lanes chairman Roger Taylor 
said it would cause traffic congestion, increase 
air pollution and posed a major safety risk. 

“Passengers boarding and getting off buses at 
22 stops along Green Lanes would share a sec¬ 
tion of the pavement with cyclists,” he said. 

“As schoolchildren, families with buggies 
and older people with less mobility are major 


users of local buses, there 
obviously must be major 
safety concerns. 

“We want to make it clear to 
Sadiq Khan that Enfield Council 
seems determined to push this 
ill-conceived cycle lane scheme 
through despite huge local oppo¬ 
sition,” added Mr Taylor. 

The campaign is urging resi¬ 
dents to sign the petition - 
https ://www. change, org/p/the- 
mayor-of-london-sadiq-khan- 
stop-tfl- fro-imposing-an- 
unworkable-cycle-lane-scheme- 

on-enfield 

Meanwhile, a new campaigning group, Better 
Streets For Enfield, was launched this week with 
the aim of striking a fairer balance between 
pedestrians, cyclists and vehicles on the bor¬ 
ough’s roads. 

The alliance, which includes play street organ¬ 
isers, school governors and clean air campaign¬ 
ers, says it is not “anti-car” as many of its 
members drive. 

While backing the council’s ambitious £30mil- 
lion Mini-Holland cycle schemes for the borough, 
the group says it is seeking to raise public aware¬ 
ness of its benefits “while promoting other means 
to achieve better streets in Enfield for everyone”.

COMEDIAN Bobby Davro doesn’t appear 
on TV as regularly as he once did, but he’s 
still one of showbiz’s busiest entertainers. 

Fresh from starring as the scarecrow in 
the pantomime, The Wizard of Oz (yes, 
panto at Easter), the 56-year-old brings 
his hilarious brand of stand-up comedy 
and impressions to Millfield Theatre 
tomorrow (Thursday).

film review 


Irish lads show their commitment 



SING STREET (12A, 106 mins) 


I F it ain’t broke, don’t fix it.That’s the 
mantra of John Carney, writer-director 
of Oscar-winning romance Once and 
Begin Again, who remains in a bittersweet 
musical groove for this effortlessly charm¬ 
ing coming-of-age story. 

Set in 1985 Dublin, Sing Street revisits 
the decade of questionable fashion 
choices, when Frankie told us all to relax 
and Duran Duran frolicked on sun-kissed 
beaches with the girls of Rio. 

Against this vibrant backdrop, Carney 
charts the rise of a pop group formed by 
boys’ school misfits, who escape the eco¬ 
nomic hardships of the era through their 
infectious, self-penned music. 

Life knocks the lads down, but they get 
back up again, inspiring classmates to 
rebel against the dictates of their school’s 
disciplinarian headmaster, Brother Baxter 
(Don Wycherley). 

Carney’s script delicately touches on 
themes of sexual abuse, domestic vio¬ 
lence and adultery, counterbalancing the 
lead characters’ exuberance with harsh life 
lessons that echo perfectly the words of 
the film’s down-trodden heroine, “That’s 
what love is: happy sad.” 

Laughter and tears come together in 
sweet harmony. 

Robert (Aidan Gillen) and his wife Penny 
(Maria Doyle Kennedy) reluctantly tighten 
their purse strings, to the chagrin of their 
children Brendan (Jack Reynor), Ann (Kelly 
Thornton) and Conor (Ferdia Walsh-Peelo). 
Fifteen-year-old Conor transfers to a 


boys’ school, where he falls foul of resi¬ 
dent bully Barry (Ian Kenny), but makes 
one friend in red-haired outcast Darren 
(Ben Carolan). 

Desperate to catch the eye of a local girl 
called Raphina (Lucy Boynton), Conor 
forms a band called Sing Street and ropes 
in some of the local kids including multi¬ 
instrumentalist Eamon (Mark McKenna) 
and duo Larry (Conor Hamilton) and Garry 
(Karl Rice). 

Another classmate, Ngig (Percy Cham- 
buruka), is headhunted because, as Conor 
innocently observes: “He’s bound to play 
something. He’s black.” 

Buoyed by initial success, Conor and 
Eamon get their creative juices flowing to 
pen original songs inspired by The Jam, 
Spandau Ballet and The Cure. 

Meanwhile, Conor urgently seeks advice 
from Brendan about wooing Raphina, 
whose boyfriend drives around town with 
Genesis blaring from his stereo. 

“No woman can truly love a man who 
listens to Phil Collins,” counsels Brendan. 

Sing Street is 106 minutes of fizzing, 
pop-infused joy that unfolds though the 
innocent, questioning eyes of sensitive 
teenager Conor and his brothers in 
musical arms. 

Writer-director Carney conjures lovely 
scenes like Conor and his siblings danc¬ 
ing around a bedroom to the Hall & Oates 
classic Maneater, while their parents argue 
downstairs, or a feel-good dream 
sequence in a school gymnasium. 

Walsh-Peelo anchors the young cast 
with a performance of touching vulnera¬ 


bility - and his chemistry with on-screen 
brother Reynor leaves a big lump in 
the throat. 

Songs composed especially for the film 
by Carney and Gary Clark, including the 


barn-storming Drive It Like You Stole It are 
perfectly crafted. Ireland need to recruit 
them for next year’s Eurovision.

Jaguar keeps Pace with rivals 


By Matt Kimberley 


O N paper, the F-Pace is as new 
as they come. Rumours of 
Jaguar building an SUV 
started in the 1990s, but it’s taken 
until now for one to arrive. 

It’s designed to offer the space and 
practicality that SUV buyers demand 
while still looking - and crucially, also 
driving - like a real Jaguar should. 

Under the svelte skin, the F-Pace is 
based on the same aluminium archi¬ 
tecture as the XF, while the four- 
wheel-drive system is derived from 
that used on the F-Type. It also gets 
some off-road technology as well as 
some neat tricks of its own. 

Finished in the striking Caesium 
Blue of the special First Edition 
model and riding on the vast 22-inch 
alloy wheels, the F-Pace is a superb 
looking machine in the flesh. 

It’s a coherent design too, not just a 
Jaguar grille applied to a tall car, with 


obvious nods to other Jaguar models 
and a sense of style and speed. 

The lower-specification models still 
look good too, although it’s likely 
that the 22-inch wheels will become 
something of an essential choice. 

There’s no doubt Jaguar’s image 
has been on the up for the best part of 
a decade now and it’s certainly ready 
to carry an SUV in its range. With the 
reputation of its other models well 
cemented, it may just become the dri¬ 
ver’s pick in the segment. 

There’s no escaping the fact that 
buyers move into SUVs from other 
models because they want the space, 
whether they use it or not, but Jaguar 
has clearly done its homework. It’s a 
mid-sized machine, but inside it feels 
big, front and rear. 

The boot is huge at 650 litres with 
the seats in place and it’s well sized - 
long and tall as well as wide with no 
irritating intrusions, and with plenty 
of useful storage in the cabin. 


It’s a compliment to the F-Pace and 
the team behind it that sometimes it’s 
easy to think you’re behind the wheel 
of a Jaguar saloon. 

Regardless of engine choice there 
is a sweetness and a directness to the 
response from the controls - in par¬ 
ticular the steering - that demon¬ 
strates a commitment to driving 
pleasure. Whether you’re just 
ambling around town or destroying a 
B-road, the F-Pace flows along as 
well as its saloon siblings. 

The 375bhp, 3.0-litre supercharged 
V6 petrol is likely to be the least pop¬ 
ular option, but it’s definitely the 
most fun. It rasps and crackles when 
extended and makes the F-Pace a real 
sporting car. 

During a long drive on some chal¬ 
lenging country roads, it made fan¬ 
tastic progress, being quick, 
controlled and composed. 

The 2.0-litre diesel with 178bhp 
will be the best seller in the UK and. 


while it can’t compete with the V6 
petrol on performance, it has a strong 
set of figures - 3181b.ft of torque, 0- 
62mph in 8.7 seconds, 53.3mpg com¬ 
bined and 139g/km of C02. 

The eight-speed automatic shifts 
quickly and smoothly to make the 
most of the engine torque and noise 
levels are kept in check. 

The F-Pace is a car with exception¬ 
ally broad appeal. It has the SUV 
presence and heft that buyers are 
keen on, but it’s better to look at than 
any of its rivals, which may attract 
more female buyers. 

It’s also great fun to drive as well as 
relaxing, which will make it more 
appealing to buyers who need to 
trade up for more space. 

And those who do need the space 
should find the F-Pace has as much 
as they need, with the reassurance of 
off-road security. The F-Pace could 
be the car that blows the competition 
out of the water.

POCHETTINO: 
I APOLOGISE

MAURICIO POCHETTINO issued 
an apology to Tottenham Hotspur’s 
supporters after they crashed to a 
humiliating 5-1 defeat at relegated 
Newcastle United on Sunday to miss 
out on second place in the final 
Premier League table. 

Spurs have enjoyed a terrific sea¬ 
son which saw them put in a serious 
challenge to win the title, but they 
suffered a dramatic loss of form at 
the wrong time as they collected 
just two points from their last four 
matches - a miserable run which 
resulted in bitter rivals Arsenal 
overtaking them to claim bragging 
rights in north London for a 21st 
successive year. 

And manager Pochettino, who 
last week signed a contract exten¬ 
sion which will keep him at the club 
until 2021, was far from impressed 
with what he saw from his players 
over the weekend. 

“This was my worst day as a man¬ 
ager in England or Spain,” he said. 

“I’d like to apologise to our fans. 

They don’t deserve what happened. 

“We cannot explain what happened 
on the pitch. The feeling is bad, very 
bad. In the first 45 minutes we were 
very bad in the way we played. We 
were without intensity, it was like we 
were on holiday and this is the result. 

“It’s a shame because we should 
not finish the way we finished. We 
cannot arrive in the last few games of 
the season and be the opposite of 
everything we have shown all season. 

A lot of good things have hap¬ 
pened this season, but for now you 
take away that good feeling. It’s very 
difficult, but we need to look for¬ 
ward, to fight, to be positive and to 
be strong.

“The worst thing is that we showed 
we don’t care about the position. 
We’ve shown in the last few weeks 
that we need to improve our mental 
state for next season.” 

Despite their obvious disappoint¬ 
ment at their wretched conclusion to 
the campaign, Spurs did still secure 
their highest finish in Premier 
League history to guarantee a place 
in next season’s Champions League. 

And striker Harry Kane - who 
won the golden boot as the highest 
scorer in the league - believes that 


they will look back on the season 
with pride once they get over their 
frustration at Sunday’s result. 

“It leaves a very bitter taste,” he 
said. “It was a terrible display. That 
was probably the worst performance 
as a team I’ve been a part of. There 
are no excuses. No words can put 
this right. 

“We know how much finishing 
above Arsenal means to the fans and 
the club. People think they’ve had a 
bad season and we’ve had a good one, 
and yet they’ve still finished above 


us. Two points from the last four 
games is unacceptable. We’re still 
learning and haven’t cracked it yet. 

“We’ve had a fantastic season, 
but the last four weeks haven’t been 
good enough. It’s hard. It will be 
hard for the fans as well, but the 
bigger picture is that we’re playing 
Champions League football next 
season, which at the start any one of 
us and any fan would have taken. 

“It’s nice to win the golden boot, 
but it would have been nicer to win 
it in different circumstances.” 


HORNSEY continued their excellent start to the 
season in Division Two of the Middlesex County 
Cricket League by romping to a nine-wicket win 
at home to Enfield on Saturday. 

Having won their opening match of the 
campaign comfortably the previous weekend, 
Hornsey were equally impressive in this contest 
as they kept themselves joint top of the table. 

Jack Plumb made an unbeaten 111 as Enfield 
posted a score of 228-9 from their 45 overs, but 
this total proved to be inadequate as the hosts 
quickly began to pile on the runs. 

Paul Weekes led the way with 104 not out, 
while he received excellent support from Joe 
Emmanuel (63 not out) and Jamie Harris (48) 
as Hornsey cruised to 229-1 with three overs to 
spare. 


However, Highgate are struggling at the other 
end of the table following a five-wicket defeat 
at Harrow St Mary’s. 

Batting first, no-one was able to make a 
significant contribution as Highgate were 
restricted to 170-6 - Christopher Arul top-scoring 
with just 29. 

And Aalok Soni (77) then played the key 
innings when Harrow St Mary’s replied, sharing 
in a third-wicket stand of 95 with Tom Pettet 
(42) as they romped to 172-5. 

Elsewhere, North Middlesex suffered a 16-run 
defeat in a low-scoring encounter at Eastcote in 
the Premier Division. 

Nick Brand (4-52) and Joel Hughes (3-12 from 
8.1 overs) made their mark with the ball for 
North Middlesex as the hosts were dismissed 


for just 130 batting first - with Joshua Sundberg 
making a crucial 43. 

But the visitors also found runs hard to come 
by in reply and Will Nicoll (37) and Adam 
Holmes (20) were the only men to make double 
figures as they were bowled out for 114, with 
James Corbett taking 3-23. 

Meanwhile, North London lost by two wickets 
at home to Bessborough in Division Three. 

North London were restricted to 168 batting 
first, with Sharrick Chavda taking 4-38, and Ian 
Barrie’s 64 helped Bessborough to edge to 
169-8 in reply. 

North Middlesex entertain Teddington on 
Saturday, while Highgate host Wembley, 
Hornsey are at home to Indian Gymkhana and 
North London go to Brentham.

HARINGEY Sixth Lorm Basketball Academy were 
crowned champions of the under-19s men’s Dynamic 
National Schools’ Competition after beating New¬ 
castle Under Lyme College 73-71 in Manchester.
